A TRADE GRIEVANCE. 

There is not a little justifiable discontent 
among publishers at the inclination of a cer¬ 
tain number of those who deal in books to 
hang back, or to hesitate in taking the initia¬ 
tive in pushing sales. Indeed, cases have 
come to our attention of inertia in even tak¬ 
ing advantage of business that had actually; 
been created by the publishers for certain 
booksellers. To cite examples: 

A bookbuyer in a small Southern town, at¬ 
tracted by an advertisement of a certain book, 
wrote to the publishers for it, enclosing a 
money order. The publishers, knowing that 
a bookseller was in business in that particular 
town, wrote to this bookseller that they had 
received an order for their book from one of 
his townsmen, and would be pleased to fur¬ 
nish the book through him and credit him 
with the commission on the sale in the hopes 
that he would express his willingness to co¬ 
operate in making other sales for their lines. 
To this generous offer the publishers not even 
received reply. 

Another case reported is that of a book¬ 
seller located in a city having several large 
educational institutions, who accepted “on 
sale’ , five copies of an expensive work pub¬ 


lished by one of the Western learned socie¬ 
ties. The discount, nearly three dollars, was 
clear profit, inasmuch as the society delivered 
its books prepaid to a dealer ordering five or 
more copies. After nearly a year had elapsed, 
the agent of the society, on his way through 
this bookseller’s city, called upon the faculty 
of one of its universities and in a few hours’ 
time sold three copies of the book in question. 
Remembering that his society had placed 
copies of the book on sale in this city of which 
they had not yet received an accounting, the 
agent called at the bookseller’s and found that 
he still had three copies on hand. When he 
removed the books, the bookseller waxed 
wroth over the agent’s action in invading his 
field—a field, by the way, that he permitted to 
lie fallow altogether, as even the two copies 
he had disposed of were not sold through his 
solicitation, but were ordered by the pur¬ 
chasers whose attention was called to them 
through other media. 

'Quite recently the American agent of an 
English house, who is most enthusiastic in 
his efforts to help the bookseller in securing 
as large a profit as possible in handling his 
lines, attempted to interest the retail trade 
in a popular work which his firm proposed to 
issue in parts. The majority of the trade 
promptly turned the proposition down on the 
ground that either the public was not inter¬ 
ested in works published serially or that it 
would not pay to canvass for such works even 
if the public were willing to buy them. The 
upshot of the matter was that the firm, much 
against its will, was obliged to deal with the 
reading public direct. The result has been 
surprisingly satisfactory, the response of the 
public having surpassed the expectations of 
the publishers beyond measure; and the apa¬ 
thetic dealers are the losers to the extent of 
a handsome discount on a high-priced book 
for which the publisher generously stood 
ready to create most of the demand. 

At different times, at least two publishers 
of special books tried the experiment of mar¬ 
keting their books through the trade, encour¬ 
aging the booksellers by special inducements 
to canvas their territories for their publica¬ 
tions. There were no “strings” to these prop¬ 
ositions; that is, the booksellers were to 
handle these books in the regular trade way 
at a favorable discount. Neither of these ex¬ 
periments succeeded, probably because in or¬ 
der to sell these books it was necessary to 
engage in a canvassing campaign outside of 
the store. As alternative, one of these firms 
for years refused to furnish books to cus¬ 
tomers direct. They received the order, but 
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shipped the book to the bookseller doing 
business nearest to the customer who or¬ 
dered the book, with a check for the amount 
of discount and a request that the book be 
forwarded to its destination. The customer 
received word that the book would be de¬ 
livered to him by the bookseller, and was re¬ 
quested in the future to order his supplies 
through the bookseller; the bookseller’s at¬ 
tention was courteously called to the fact that 
he would find it to his advantage if he were 
to cultivate this class of trade, etc. The re¬ 
sult was nil, and the course was abandoned, 
though occasional efforts are made by the 
firm to make it work. 

These examples might be multiplied ad 
nauseam. Almost every publisher of solid 
subscription books—we do not refer to the 
professional subscription book manufacturer 
—has at one time or another endeavored to 
interest the booktrade in his propositions, but 
with little success. A few hundreds realize 
the advantage of handling these lines, but the 
thousands who are ever keen to look for 
trouble or to nurse their grievances let these 
mid many other golden opportunities go by. 

We doubt whether there is a publisher in 
business anywhere to-day who would hesitate 
to do what he could in reason to help a book¬ 
seller to extend his business, if the bookseller 
knew what he wanted and could make a plain 
statement of his needs. Unfortunately, many 
booksellers seem to have only grievances that 
they cannot voice, and, as a rule, they don’t 
seem to know what they want except that they 
want some one else to do something to help 
them. But, after all, even if the bookseller 
knows what he wants and obtains the co-op¬ 
eration of the publishers , to relieve him, the 
publisher’s help will be limited, because the 
building up of trade depends largely upon the 
bookseller’s own efforts. He it is who must 
create the demand in his neighborhood—even 
beyond his neighborhood. Though it maybe 
impossible for him to keep in stock every book 
published, he should nevertheless keep in 
touch with every important book on the pub¬ 
lishers’ lists, to the end that he may make 
propaganda for it, even if for the moment he 
cannot invest his capital in it. Always he 
should encourage, so far as it lies within his 
power and means, the best in the market, 
bearing in mind that bookselling is more than 
handing out to the customer novels as a 
grocer would bars of soap, and that merchan¬ 
dizing depends upon more than the cutting of 
prices and squabbling over discounts on fic¬ 
tion. 


Recent comments, evidently inspired by 
the undersellers, upon the Supreme Court 
decisions in the Macy cases, have con¬ 
tained among other absurd and erroneous 
statements, details as to the cost of books 
and the inordinate profits in publishing. 
Statements like these have often been made, 
and are so obviously incorrect that they 
are hardly worth refuting; but it is in¬ 
teresting to note that it was for misrepre¬ 
sentations almost precisely similar to these 
that the London Times was recently com¬ 
pelled to pay to Mr. John Murray damages 
for libel in the sum of $37,500- At the trial 
of the case all the facts concerning the cost 
of production, author’s corrections, royalty, 
etc., of the book in question, “The Life of 
‘Queen Victoria,” were brought out, and it 
was proved that the profit of the publisher 
had been so small as to be entirely inadequate 
for the capital involved. 


THE PROTECTION OF NEW COPY¬ 
RIGHT BOOKS. 

BY WILLIAM HEINEMANN.* 

We are on the eve of a revision of Inter¬ 
national Copyright. In October the Berne 
Convention will undergo the changes that 
experience has dictated. The changes that 
take place in International Copyright will 
have to be ratified by national legislature; 
and I ask you whether this may not be the 
best time for us to bring to an actual and 
definite issue a matter which is so closely 
connected with these Congresses, and which 
has been one of the principal subjects of dis¬ 
cussion from the very beginning in Paris? 

If literary copyright in the abstract is to 
be protected by law against piratical repro¬ 
ductions, then why, I ask you, should not the 
actual product be equally protected against 
premature depreciation ? 

I am not asking you to vote in favor of the 
protection of an article which could be pro¬ 
duced by any manufacturer with capital and 
aptitude. 

To produce a copyright book you must 
have not only capital and aptitude, but also 
hold the author’s license and have the law’s 
protection against competition. Now the 
value of copyright, as created by law, lies in 
the profit which can be got out of multiplying 
an author’s works, and our strife with The 
Times has shown that the abstract protection 
of copyright can be rendered valueless if the 
article produced under copyright is at the 
mercy of unscrupulous enterprise and reck¬ 
less competition. To give the article a real 
stable value the law must give to the pro¬ 
ducer the right of fixing its price at least as 
long as it takes to show if such value exists. 

The law says in effect to-day, the author 
shall have the exclusive right to multiply his

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work, but once it is multiplied he shall lose 
all control over it, and it shall be in the 
power of any one to so depress the market 
value of the work in its multiplied form that 
the law-created copyright is of very uncer¬ 
tain value. The law gives with one hand 
and takes back its gift with the other. If I 
produce one thousand copies of a book to sell 
at twenty shillings, and when I have disposed 
of half my edition some one sells copies at 
ten shillings, my second five hundred are 
worth only ten shillings instead of twenty 
shillings, for no one would be fool enough 
to give me twenty shillings for an article 
procurable elswhere at ten shillings. It may 
be agreed that such a reduction in value is a 
natural result of the thousand and one causes 
which affect adversely the stock we hold of a 
book after its first debut, and that argument 
is good in many—though not by any means 
in all—cases. In the case of The Times Book 
Club, copyright books were attacked by an 
entirely new factor of destruction, a force 
outside of all legitimate trade. They were to 
be used for the filling of the advertisement 
columns and the building up of the circula¬ 
tion of a newspaper— i.e. } for the benefit of 
an alien trade. Authors, publishers, book¬ 
sellers were to be sacrificed so that The 
Times should live. Well, gentlemen, we Eng¬ 
lish publishers all hope that The Times will 
live and prosper, but we prefer that it should 
not live on us. No business can exist if its 
life-blood is to be sucked out of it, to build 
up another business, and I look upon attacks 
such as The Times made on our business as 
a very real danger to the trade of multiplying 
literary works. 

I submit that it is the business of these 
Congresses to watch this danger and so pre¬ 
vent by every means its re-occurrence. How 
can this be done if we have no control over 
the market value of our goods, if for the pur¬ 
pose of advertising other commodities our 
goods are slaughtered at rubbish prices be¬ 
fore they have had time to prove their per¬ 
manent value? I do not want to bolster up 
old and valueless stock, but I protest against 
the use of my property to my detriment for 
the benefit of people who care neither about 
books nor about literature. The time has 
come to rescue our noble business from such 
hands, and to see that literature, of which we 
are the humble guardians, does not become 
the stalking horse for meaner trades. 


NEW YORK NEWSDEALERS PROTEST 
AGAINST PENALIZING SALE OF 
THEIR PERMITS. 

A hearing was held on June 22 in the 
New York City Hall before the Laws and 
Legislation Committee of the Board of Al¬ 
dermen on the resolution offered several 
weeks ago by Alderman Dowling, penalizing 
newsdealers who sell the permits they obtain 
from the city and barring them from obtain¬ 
ing similar permits after the offense. 

There were many independent newsdealers 
on hand, as well as representatives of the 
Newsdealers* Union, the Newspaper Carriers* 


Union, and the Boot Blacks’ Union. They 
laid their case before the committee, declar¬ 
ing that the proposed ordinance would work 
a great hardship on many deserving stand 
owners. Their argument was that a man 
who owned a newsstand or similar business, 
and by dint of hard work had built up a 
good-paying trade, should have the right to 
sell the business, together with the good-will 
and the permit if he thought fit. 

Alderman Dowling said he wanted the 
resolution passed chiefly to rid the town of 
a gang of men who went about getting such 
permits and then selling them to Italians and 
Greeks, who cannot read English sufficiently 
to understand that the permits are not trans¬ 
ferable. 

The hearing was adjourned until June 29 
at 2 p.m. 


THE INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS OF 
PUBLISHERS AT MADRID. 

The sixth International Congress of Pub¬ 
lishers, held at Madrid, May 26 to 30, ac¬ 
cording to all reports, was a success both as 
regards attendance and work accomplished. 
There were present 218 representatives of 
publishers in the following countries: Bel¬ 
gium, 10; Chile, 1; England, 10; France, 39; 
Germany, 29; Gautemala, 1; Holland, 12; 
Hungary, 1; Italy, 27; Mexico, 1; Nicarag¬ 
ua, 2; Norway, 1; Portugal, 3; Russia, 3; 
San Salvador, 1; Spain, 65; Sweden, 5, and 
Switzerland, 7. America was conspicuous by 
its absence, though a report from George 
Haven Putnam, representing the American 
copyright associations, was read by the secre¬ 
tary. In this report Mr. Putnam recounted 
the efforts made in this country to insure the 
protection of authors and announced the in¬ 
troduction in Congress of five bills dealing 
with copyright. 

The congress held its sessions in the Black 
and White Palace, and was presided over by 
Don Jose Ruiz, who was assisted by Rodri¬ 
guez San Pedro, the Minister of Public In¬ 
struction. The 26th having been given up to 
preliminary routine business and a reception 
of the visitors, Sr. Ruiz opened the ses¬ 
sions at nine o’clock on the morning of May 
27 by an address of welcome in the name 
of the Spanish publishers’ association. He 
was especially gratified, he said, to see that, 
for the the first time, at the call of their col¬ 
leagues of other nations, the representatives 
of Portugal and of Latin America should 
have joined in the proceedings. A number 
of delegates responded on behalf of their 
countries, A. Hoste, of Brussels, reminding 
the congress that about five hundred years 
ago—in 1457—the Spanish king, Fernand the 
Catholic, conceded to Mateus, the Flemish 
bookseller, every facility for selling books 
in Spain, and expressing the hope that Al¬ 
fonso xiii. will emulate the example of his 
ancestor in protecting the booktrade. Sr. 
San Pedro also added his welcome to the 
congress on behalf of the educational interests 
of Spain. 

A banquet was given on the evening of 
May 27 to the members of the congress by 
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the members of the Madrid booktrade which 
was attended by upwards of 250 persons, in¬ 
cluding the wives of a number of the dele¬ 
gates. 

May 28 being Ascension Day, no work was 
done in connection with the congress. 

On May 29 the congress considered the 
following papers prepared at the request of 
the committee: 

Section A. 

COMPETITION OF STATE PUBLISHING DEPART¬ 
MENTS AND OF AUTHORS AND PRINTER- 

PUBLISHERS. 

1. The Congress, having taken into consid¬ 

eration the suggestions of M. Julien, de¬ 
sires the Permanent Bureau to continue 
the enquiry already commenced on this 
question, to complete it and formulate 
definite proposals. 

2. Every book put on sale should bear at 

the foot of the cover and of the title- 
page the name and address of the pub¬ 
lisher. In cases where the author of a 
work is also its publisher, he should 
give his name, followed by the word 
“publisher,” and his address at the foot 
of the cover and of the title-page. 

Publishers’ and booksellers’ associations 
should see to it that all authors, printers or 
corporations publishing one or more works 
should be considered as publishers, and sub¬ 
jected to the same charges and obligations as 
other publishers. 

Regular publishers should urge booksellers 
to refuse to sell, under any pretext whatever, 
any work on which the name of the publisher 
is not indicated. 

Section B. 

THE RETAIL BOOKTRADE. 

Practical methods for improving the dis¬ 
tribution of books: 

1. The Congress, having in view the great 

importance to international book trade 
to have a list of colleagues—who, as re¬ 
tailers, have regular foreign business re¬ 
lations; or, as publishers, have similar 
business—desires the Permanent Bureau 
to establish as soon as possible an In¬ 
ternational Annual, containing the 
names, addresses and specialties of the 
booksellers who come under the cate¬ 
gories referred to, the Annual to be put 
on sale. 

2. The Congress, holding the view that it is 

in the interests of the publishers of all 
countries to encourage and protect gen¬ 
eral booksellers, expresses its wish: 

(a) That the resolution passed at the Milan 

Congress, relating to the sale, of books 
by societies or their members, should 
be rigorously acted upon everywhere; 

(b) That publishers should themselves con¬ 

form to the tariff in force in their 
country every time that they sell di¬ 
rectly to individuals. 

MAINTENANCE OF THE FIXED PRICE. 

The Congress expresses the wish that the 
Permanent Bureau should study the ways 
and means to obtain protection for the fixed 


price by legislation in each country as well 
in the interests of authors as of publishers. 

Section C. 

MUSICAL PIRACY IN EUROPE AND IN EGYPT. 

The Permanent Bureau requests each asso¬ 
ciation represented at the Congress to dele¬ 
gate a member, in view of the nomination of 
an International Commission charged with 
the addition of two members of the Execu¬ 
tive Committee: 

(a) To consider the project of the forma¬ 

tion of an International Association of 
Music Publishers with the special ob¬ 
ject of combating piracy in all its forms 
and in all countries where it exists; 

( b ) To draw up plans for this association 

and to bring it into existence as soon as 
possible. (This International Com¬ 
mission will meet in Paris.) 

MUSIC PIRACY IN CANADA. 

The Congress, in accordance with the pro¬ 
posal of William Enoch respecting the sup¬ 
pression of musical piracy, passed the follow¬ 
ing resolution relating more particularly to 
Canada: 

It is eminently desirable that collective ac¬ 
tion of all the countries of the convention 
should be taken as soon as possible in Can¬ 
ada with a view 

1. To obtain from the Canadian Government 

concessions to limit the import of music 
and of books to certain Custom Houses 
and the registration of works of au¬ 
thors belonging to the convention— i.e., 
any authors whose country has joined 
the Berne Convention—in the list of the 
pieces prohibited; 

2. To exercise a general and constant super¬ 

vision with a view to seizing pirated edi¬ 
tions ; 

3. To establish one or more wholesale depots 

for works of members of the Union on 
Canadian territory and to encourage 
their dissemination. 

The Permanent Bureau is requested, in 
view of this collective action, to arrange with 
the music trades syndicates of the countries 
interested. 

PIRACIES IN THE ARGENTINE REPUBLIC. 

In view of the resolution of the Congress 
in connection with William Enoch’s proposal 
to establish an International Commission, the 
suppression of piracy in the Argentine Re¬ 
public is referred to the said commission, 
which, as soon as established, will occupy 
itself with the same. 

LITERARY AND ARTISTIC COPYRIGHT IN BRAZIL. 

The Congress resolves: That, through the 
Permanent Bureau, and taking advantage of 
the favorable disposition of authors, as soon 
as possible there should be obtained from the 
Government and Parliament of Brazil: 

1. The ratification of the Convention of 

Monte Video; 

2. The ratification of the adhesions of the 

European countries which have agreed 
to the Convention of Monte Video; 
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3. The increase of the penalties decreed by 
the Brazilian Penal Code of 1890 against 
piracies. 

On May 30 the Congress passed the fol¬ 
lowing resolutions and recommendations: 

REVISION OF THE BERNE CONVENTION. 

The Congress expresses the desire that the 
Berlin Conference to be held next October 
to revise the Berne Convention would take 
into consideration the following desiderata: 

1. Abolition of all formalities for the guar¬ 

antee of literary, artistic and musical 
copyright. 

2. Complete and entire assimilation of the 

right of translation to the right of re¬ 
production. 

3. Formal mention, among works protected 

by Article 4 of the Berne Convention, 
of chorographic, photpgraphic and ar¬ 
chitectural designs. 

4. Unification of the duration of author's 

rights for a period of fifty years from 
the death of the author. 

5. Full and entire protection for authors and 

composers against the reproduction .of 
their works by means of mechanical in¬ 
struments of all kinds. 

REVISION OF NATIONAL LEGISLATION. 

The Congress urges the different associa¬ 
tions of publishers to demand from their 
Governments at the end of the Berlin Con¬ 
ference that the laws of each country should 
be put into harmony with the principles of 
the revised articles of the Convention of 
Berne. 

COPYRIGHT IN LETTERS AND CORRESPONDENCE. 

The Congress expressed the following 
wishes: 

1. That the legislature of each country 

should declare that all letters and corre¬ 
spondence should be considered as liter¬ 
ary works, and be protected by the laws 
protecting literary property, and in the 
same manner. 

2. That letters and missives may not be pub¬ 

lished without the consent of the two 
parties, their heirs or assigns. 

3. That in the case of an action at law, only 

such letters as concern the case are to 
be produced, and that it should be abso¬ 
lutely forbidden, during the period of 
copyright, to publish letters or missives 
not relative to the action without the 
consent of the two parties, or of their 
heirs or assigns. 

4. That collections of letters which have not 

been published during the lifetime of the 
author should be accorded the protec¬ 
tion given to posthumous works in favor 
of their lawful owner having the right 
to publish them. 

5. That the fact of' adding an unpublished 

document in a new edition of a collection 
shall not alter the duration of protec¬ 
tion. 

6. The posthumous publication of letters and 

missives shall be lawful for the person 
who is their legal owner (by gift, pur¬ 
chase, or heritage) under reservations 
and conditions to be arranged. 


COMPETITION OF GOVERNMENT PUBLISHING DE¬ 
PARTMENTS, AUTHORS AND PRINTER- 
PUBLISHERS. 

We must defer giving the decision of the 
Congress on State Competition, Music In¬ 
fringements, Canadian and Argentine Pira¬ 
cies, and Copyright in Brazil until next week. 

PROTECTION OF THE PUBLISHED PRICE. 

The Madrid Congress expresses its desire 
that the Berne Permanent Bureau should 
consider the ways and means for obtaining 
protection for the fixed published, price by 
legislation in each country, both in the in¬ 
terests of authors, as well as of publishers. 

The next Congress is to be held in Holland 
in 1910. 

A WISCONSIN PAPER MERGER. 

With the incorporation, on June 17, a t 
Appleton, Wis., of the Nekoosa-Edwards Pa¬ 
per Company with a capital of $3,000,000, one 
of the largest and most important paper mill 
mergers in recent years was perfected. Three 
of the largest plants in Wisconsin have been 
consolidated. These are the Nekoosa Paper 
Company of Nekoosa, and the John Edwards 
Manufacturing Company and the Port Ed¬ 
wards Fibre Company, both of Port Edwards. 
All the plants are located in Wood County. 

John McNaughton, of Appleton, vice- 
president of the Nekoosa Paper Company 
and the John Edwards Company, and the 
largest individual paper mill owner in the 
West, is reported to have said that the three 
companies were consolidated to buy out the 
interest of the Garrison estate and to handle 
their products together. 

Besides the mills thousands of acres of 
timber lands in Wisconsin and Upper Michi¬ 
gan are included in the merger. The three 
plants have a combined daily output of 280- 
000 pounds of print paper, 200,000 pounds of 
ground wood pulp, and 200,000 pounds of 
sulphite fibre, making the new company sec¬ 
ond only to the Kimberly Clarke Company 
in the West. 

PAPER COMPANIES FINED FOR VIO¬ 
LATING ANTI-TRUST ACT. 

Twenty-three manila wrapping paper 
manufacturing companies, which on June 19 
pleaded guilty to indictments charging that, 
as members of the Manila Paper and Fibre 
Association, they were, operating in violation 
of the Sherman Anti-Trust Act, were on 
June 22 each fined $2000 by Judge Hough, in 
the United States Circuit Court. One com¬ 
pany of the Association, the Petoskey Fibre 
Paper Company, has not yet appeared to 
plead. The Allen Brothers Company, which 
is the first named in the indictment, was fined 
like the others in spite of the fact that it 
went out of business some time before the 
indictment was found. 

In imposing the fines Judge Hough said 
that it was a clear violation of the law, but 
that there were extenuating circumstances, 
and for that reason he would only impose 
fines. The Association is now dissolved.

When Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt was in college he lodged dur¬ 
ing his entire course at Mr. Richardson’s 
house, and the venerable man was fond of 
relating anecdotes of the President’s youth.

Austin, Tex. —Luther E. Widen, owner of 
The Southwest Book and Publishing Com¬ 
pany, in the Bosche Building, has made an 
assignment for the benefit of his creditors. 
In his deed of assignment Mr. Widen esti¬ 
mates his assets at $1474.99, consisting of 
bills receivable, books, new and second-hand* 
pens, pencils, tablets, etc., also, certain store 
fixtures, the latter, however, mortgaged. His 
liabilities amount to $3598-34, and the num¬ 
ber of his creditors, eighty-nine, mostly 
Northern and Eastern book and publishing 
houses. In the absence of bankruptcy pro¬ 
ceedings the creditors ought to receive from 
the estate, if economically managed,. not less 
than 35 cents on the dollar. The assignor has 
surrendered the business and property in full 
and is entirely without means; but he desires 
that all he has shall be disposed of at the 
best possible price, and the whole managed 
economically and strictly in the interest of 
the creditors, all\of which with the consent 
and advice of the creditors, the assigneee, 
A. E. Johnson, proposes to do. All creditors 
consenting to the assignment must, within 
four months after June 11, when the notice 
of the assignment was first published, make 
known to the assignee their consent, and 
within six months from June 11 file their 
claims with the assignee, A. E. Johnson, at 
either 910 E. 14th Street or 1004 Congress 
Avenue. 

Bluefield, W. Va. —A receiver has been 
appointed for the Bluefield Book and Sta¬ 
tionery Company. 

Denver, Colo. —The W. F. Haley School 
Supply Company is reported to have gone 
into bankruptcy. 

Lebanon, Ore.—F rank Heney has opened 
a new book and stationery store here. 

Philadelphia, Pa. —Walter R. Schaefer, 
who, after an association of twenty-two years 
with the firm of Schaefer & Koradi, on June 
1 became sole proprietor of the business, the 
interest of the estate of Rudolf Koradi 
therein having expired on that date. The 
business will be continued at the S. W. cor¬ 
ner of Fourth and Wood Streets under the 
old firm name of Schaefer & Koradi. 

Portland, Me.—A fire that broke out at 
6130 p.m., on June 19, in the storage cellar of 
Loring, Short & Harmon, the largest book 
and stationery firm in Maine, destroyed their 
entire building, causing a loss that is esti¬ 
mated at $50,000 on their stock, $5000 on ma¬ 
chinery and $10,000 on fixtures. About eighty 
per cent, of this loss is reported to be covered 
on machinery. The building, located at the 
corner of Congress and Center Streets, on 


Monument Square, was erected in 1882, and 
was one of the best four-story blocks, in the 
city. Loring, Short & Harmon occupied the 
floors for their book and stationery business 
and had a large book bindery in connection. 
The firm has secured temporary quarters and 
is preparing to continue business without 
delay. 


LITERARY AND TRADE NOTES. 

The Connoisseur’s Press, Jersey City, 

N. J., will bring out on the 29th inst. the 
problem novel entitled “Silence,” by Steward. 

The publishing offices of the London Pub¬ 
lishers' Circular have been removed to 19 
Adam Street, Adelphi, Strand, W. C., Lon¬ 
don, Eng. 

The C. M. Clark Company, Boston, has 
nearly ready “Paths Crossing,” an Oklahoma 
novel, which deals with the question treated 
in “The Barrier,” the marriage of the Indian 
and the paleface, but evades the issue. 

Houghton, Mifflin & Co. have in press 
“The Lighted Lamp,” a new book by C. 
Hanford Henderson, author of “John Percy- 
field,” published about five years ago, which 
has survived many sensational stories. 

The Niles Company, Hartford, Conn., will 
publish at once a volume of verses entitled 
“Nugen,” (a Japanese word meaning “in 
dream and reality,”) by Mrs. Fanny H. Run- 
nells Poole, who a dozen years ago published 
through G. P. Putnam’s Sons a volume of 
poems entitled “A Bank of Violets,” which 
was well received by the press. 

Henry Holt & Co. will publish next month 
“Poems for Travellers,” compiled by Mary 
R. J. Du Bois. The volume is planned to 
cover France, Germany, Austria, Switzer¬ 
land, Italy and Greece in some 300 poems 
from about 130 poets. Nearly one-third of 
the poems are by Americans, and all but a 
fourth were originally written in English. 

Two “New Thought” books recently pub¬ 
lished by Thomas Y. Crowell & Co. are being 
translated into German and will shortly be 
published in Germany.

The law suit with which Dr. Gould was 
threatened if he allowed the volume to be 
published has not been brought against him, 
nor, if present indications are to be trusted, 
is it ever likely to be. All this discussion and 
argument, and the consequent newspaper no¬ 
toriety, have served only to stimulate interest 
in the book, which has already gone into its 
second edition. 

The Globe Music Company, 1155 Broad¬ 
way, New York City, has published an in¬ 
teresting souvenir of the recent Catholic Cen¬ 
tennial celebration in New York City, in the 
form of an eight-page piece of music, entitled 
“Centennial Celebration Chimes,” for piano 
or organ. The title-page shows photographic 
views of the great parade of 40,000 Catholics 
in review before Cardinal Logue, Archbishop 
Farley and the visiting prelates from the 
grand stand on Fifth Avenue, at St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral, on May 2, 1908. 

Miss Mary Johnston’s new novel, “Lewis 
Rand,” will be brought out by Houghton, 
Mifflin & Company about the middle of Octo¬ 
ber, and four months ahead of the publica¬ 
tion these publishers received an advance 
order from one bookseller calling for 10,000 
copies. Although this shows somewhat un¬ 
usual confidence in the new book, it is no 
doubt justified, for the story has many read¬ 
ers awaiting it, as it has not appeared se¬ 
rially and is said to be the best thing this 
popular author has ever written.
